The  Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  Act  provides  for  payments  to  local  units  of  government  containing  certain  feder- 
ally-owned lands  to  assist  in  financing  operations  of  local  government  normally  supported  by  taxes  which  are  not 
collected  from  the  federally -owned  lands.  These  PILT  payments  supplement  other  Federal  land  receipt  sharing 
payments  local  governments  may  be  receiving.  Payments  under  the  Act  may  be  used  by  the  counties  for  any 
governmental  purpose.

By  the  Utah  Statehood  Act  of  July  16, 1894,  the  U.S.  Congress  provided  that  Utah  would 
receive  sections  2,  16,  32,  and  36  of  each  township  in  the  State  to  support  the  public 
schools.  This  totaled  5,844, 196  acres.  However,  the  land  had  to  be  surveyed  before  title 
could  be  passed.  In  some  cases,  withdrawals  were  made  by  the  Federal  Government  for 
defense  or  other  purposes  before  the  lands  were  surveyed.  In  those  cases,  the  State  was 
allowed  the  right  to  select  other  lands  "in  lieu"  of  those  lands  for  which  title  was  not 
vested.  Later,  in  1958,  Utah  Senator  Arthur  V.  Watkins  was  instrumental  in  getting  a  bill 
through  Congress  that  allowed  the  State  to  select  in  lieu  mineral  lands  if  the  lands  lost 
were  mineral  in  character.

In  addition,  approximately  22,600  acres  administered  by  the  BLM  in  Utah  were  designated  wilderness  as  part  of 
the  1984  Wilderness  Act  for  Arizona.  This  Act  included  approximately  20,000  acres  in  Paria  Canyon  in  Utah  and 
approximately  2,600  acres  in  the  Beaver  Dam  Mountains  in  Utah.  Also,  BLM  in  1993  identified  a  new  WSA, 
Scotts  Basin,  at  6,990  acres. 

Remaining  Steps: 

Congress  has  received  BLM's  wilderness  recommendation  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  President.  In 
the  legislative  phase  of  the  wilderness  review,  there  is  no  deadline  or  timetable  for  Congress  to  act;  only  Congress 
can  designate  areas  as  part  of  the  National  Wilderness  Preservation  System.
